Al ijhran also reports that tho Syrian sovernnent 
has agreed to fzzam Pashats proposal that special taxcs 
should be inposed by tha Syrian govermment on cortain luxu- 
rics such as tobacco, in aid of the Palestinian rofucccs. 
Syria, Al Ahram points out, has more arab refursces than 
any other Arab country.

Scerctariat has sont Lobanon LE 100,000 to bo spent on the 
Palestinian refugocs thore,. It has also been docided to 
sond contributions colloctod in Iraq to the Trans jordanian 
governnent direct in aid of tho arab refugeos in Trans jordan.
